By following a system of intelligent 
breeding, selection, care and feeding 
many farmers in Canada have in: 
ereased the annual production of their 
milking herd by at least 2.000 pounds 
of milk per cow. - If-this were accom- 
plished in all dairy herds in Canada 
the yearly revenue from them would 
he increased by about $36,000,000 with- 


out adding to the size of the herds. 
Even with greatly improved feeding 
this desirable result could not be ob- 


tuined unless a well organized system 
of cow testing is followed. Such an 
improvement is based on a study of the 
idividual cow in the herd, the reten- 
tion of only the good animals and the 
following of a system of generous 
feeding of economically produced 
foods, 
Dairying in Canada 

A very comprehensive bulletin under 
the title of “Milk Production in 
Canada" has just been issued from the 
press and forms No, 72 of the regular 
sertes of bulletins of the experimental 
farms, 

Its author, J. H. Grisdale, director of 
dominion experimental farms, has made 
milk production a subject of special 
study and experiment for many years 
and has embodied in this bulletin the 
most valuable of the information ob- 
tained. 

As suggested by the subtitle, (crop 
rotations, dairy barns, breeding dairy 
cattle, feeding, care and management 
of milk cows) the subject of milk pro- 
duction is not as simple as might ap- 
pear at first ghance. A maximum out- 
put of milk is dependent upon many 
factors and the author's endeavor has 
been to treat of these as fully, clearly 
and simply as possible, so that the 
bulletin may be of value to the general 
farming community both in aiding 
them to make a start along correct 
lines and also as a work of reference 
on those dairying problems whieh oc- 
cur from time to time, 


Cow to Consumer 

The subject of milk productions Is 
treated under the following heads, 

(1) The farm chosen, the rotations 
followed and the crops grown, 

(2) The breed of cattle selected and 
the breeding methods followed, 

(3) Stables and care and manage- 
ment of the herd. 

(4) Milking and care of milk. 

(6) Feeding methods and rations. 

Vhile it is practicable for individual 
farmers to test their own cows it is 
infinitely easier and cheaper for theni 
if some form of co-operation is adopt-

SHEEP VALUABLE 
FOR DESTROVING 


WEEDS ON FARMS: 


Will Thrive Upon Weed In- 
fested Ground Producing 
Wool and Mutton, 


The sheep is avery profitable 
laborer in the work of weed destruc- 
tion, 

The weeds of a farm are a great 


source of loss. ~ Weeds must be de- 
setroyed by other means that by the 
labor of man, ‘They can be destroyed 
in various ways, One of the best 
means by which this can be done is 
to let the flock upon the farm at pro- 


per intervals, have the run of the 
fields 
Sheep love to destroy weeds. It Is 


noticeable that they relish most weeds 
even better thar deontmiods diet of 
good grasses, 

Sheep are pecullar In their love for 
vegetation, Every shepherd knows 
that sheep do not love to crop the tall 
erasses, They much prefer to have 
a pasture field that is kept fairly 
closely cropped. They like the tender 
shoots that spring up after the grass 
has been fed down, 


Liking for Weeds. 


On the other hand they have a 
strong liking for weeds. Probably one 
of the greatest reasons for this love 
for weeds is found in the fact that 
most of them are tender, like the ten- 
der shoots of the first grass blades, 

We have. watebed the flock in their 
feeding many times, It is an inter- 
esting thing to do, It will appear 
strange to one who is watching them 
for the first time, to note that sheep 


will leave good grass, and go to a lit- 
tle distance in order to nip the shoots 
of some plant that we regard as 
worthless. 


A flock of sheep, when grazing in a 
stubble, go over the fleld with about 
the same regularity, as a flock of tur- 
keys do, that are hunting for insects, 
Such a gleaning of weeds by a flock of 
sheep is certainly necessary and costs 
the owner of that flock nothing, 

Sheep enjoy a change in pastures, 
1 think this love grows out of traits 
they have Inherited from their wild 
ancestors, who roamed about the 
mountain sides and passed from one 
portion of the great feeding ground to 
another, 

Roadside Grazing 

Our roadsides are gradually being 
fairly well fenced tn by woven wire 
fences. The owner of land adjoining 
a highway can, when such fences en- 
close the fleld, turn his flock of sheep 
out Into the highway, and let his ehild- 
ren watch the two terminal points of 
his holding. ‘Thus theh flock can feed 
upon the grasses that grow by the 
roadsides. 

Py this means It Is very easy to 
keep the roadsides very much like @ 
lawn. This feeding along the road- 
side with the children to watch, need 
not be prolonged. It will be new pas- 
ture for only a short time, during the 
days when such feeding is permitted, 

The feed of grass for the making of 
a lawn is not a new idea, I recently 
read an article stating that in some 
parts of England, flocks of sheep are 
kept for the purpose of keeping the 
lawna in fine form, Besides getting 
his grasses mowed, and preserving 
that perfect sod for which England {s 
noted, the owner ts developing wool 
and mutton, 

The sheep is a_ profitable animal 
for the farmer because of its pecullar 
Value as a meat producer. Mutton 
has come to be very largely cansumed 
in the United States. It Is much in 
demand in our great central markets. 

The English farmers, though they 
pay a high rent, upon high-priced land 
raise sheep at a good profit. The Am- 
eriean farmers have no such handi- 
cep. The demand for meat is increas-

sheep that could possibly be produced 
could not affect the market for mut-

Synthetic milk, that is milk pro- 


duced by a process of building up or 
putting together the various elements, 
is announced once more, but this time

artificial production and* gave very 
modified appreciation of the other, 


which was a samplet from his own 
lsupply of natural milk. 
The distinctive flavor of the milk 


is that of the soya bean, concerning 
which the “Times” adds; “The history 
of the soya bean is like a romance. 
While the firet censignment of soya 
beans was sent to Europe so recently 
as 1906, today Western requirements 
are something like a million tons a 
year. The beans are grown in China, 
Japan, Korea and Manchuria, where 
they have long been valued for their 
oll and for the waste products after 
the oll has been extracted, which are 
used as fertilizers in the race and 
isugarcane fields, Vermicelll, biscuits, 
and other foodstuffs are also manu- 
factured from the beans. In this coun- 
try the soya oil has now a very ready 
and extensive market. It is used in- 
stead of the cotton seed variety on ac- 
;count of cheapness. Soap manufac- 
‘turers are also coming to depend upon 
it. The chief use, however, would 
seem to be as cattle cakes for winter
